Fines and Penalties’ Office, Dublin Castle, 
My Lord, 26 July 1858. 

I BEG to submit for approval, with a view to presentation to Parliament, the 
Annual Abstract of the Accounts of Fines and Penalties, showing the amount of 
such imposed in the year ending the 31st of March 1857, with tlie transactions 
had on foot thereof, and the state of the fund arising from Fines and Penalties, 
down to the 31st March 1858. 

Three copies are forwarded, one for each of The Houses of Parliament, and 
one to be filed for record in the Chief Secretary’s office. 

It occurs to me to observe, that the present abstract exhibits the largest 
amount paid on account of Fines and Penalties that has been as yet shown for 
any year; and also, that the proportion borne by the amount paid to that 
imposed, is likewise greater. 

The sums imposed and paid (omitting shillings and pence) since the Fines 
Act of 1851 came into operation, have been as follows: —

It will be seen that nearly the entire of the above sums arise from the fines at 
petty sessions, as, by the present abstract, which is not an unfair specimen upon 
the point, out of 26,097 1. paid, the petty sessions’ fines amounted to 23,081 1, 
the remainder being composed of the fines at the superior courts, assizes, quarter 
sessions, and the Dublin meti’opolitau police courts. 

I would only further point attention to the amount paid to the Constabulary 
Reward Fund as being larger than in any previous year, viz., 2,330 I, and this 
I may observe comes entirely out of the fines at petty sessions.
